Estimated From $23,000 to $25,000—Irvirig’s Limited_ 

Heaviest Losers—All Will Build Again

Mr. and Mrs. G. L. Jacques who 
were on the premises of the Elite 
confectionery, were awakened, 
and got away without undue 
rush. 

The fire bell rang at about 5-40 
and a large number of people 
were soon On the scene with the 
bucket brigade and the two fire 
engines. Any attempt to save 
the Irving building^was out of 
the question as the flames had 
too gre&t a hold and were shoot¬ 
ing out of the windows from both 
stories. Attention ;was directed 
to saying the immediate property 
which was difficult, as the temp¬ 
erature was 30 below zero, and 
the engines quickly froze. The 
premises of the 4X Market and 
the Elite Confectionery were 
cleared of as much stock as pos¬ 
sible. Everything was cleared 
from the latter, but some of the 
stock and fixtures of the former 
had to be abandoned on account 
of the flames spreading rapidly. 
The clouds of smoke also made 
salvage difficult. Before seven 
o’clock both buildings were 
ablaze Attention was then di¬ 
rected to saving the sheds, filled 
with hay, of the Vulcan Co-oper¬ 
ative company, as the flames 
from the barn in the rear of the 
Irving building were being.driv¬ 
en across the alley by the wind. 
Water was thrown on the sides 
and from the roof of one of the 
sheds a constant stream of water 
was directed from the engine 
hose. While these were' being 
saved a party of workers were 
busy in the Sulivan carpenter 
shop. Everything of value, in¬ 
cluding machinery and tools, was 
removed, and when it became too 
dangerous to be in the building 
any longer, a stream of 
water on the building, and be¬ 
yond getting charred, it is none 
the worse. It . was after eight 
o’clock before the danger of the 
fire spreading was overcome. 


s Early on Thursday morning 
fire broke out in the Irving build¬ 
ing, and before the flames could 
be overcohie they had gutted 
that building, spread to the 4X 
Market and the. Elite Confection-, 
ery next door, burning them to 
the ground, and threatened the 
sheds and outbuildings of the 
Vulcan Co-operative Company 
and Sullivan’s carpenter shop. 
The latter were only saved by 
the untiring efforts of the fire¬ 
fighters, who kept a constant 
supply of water on them. The 
damage is roundly estimated at 
from $23,000 to $25,000, only 
partially covered by insurance. 
The Irving building was owned' 
by Mrs. Irving and her son, P.H. 
Irving, and the 4X Market and 
Elite confectionery were the proj 
perty of Messrs. Duggan & Dug¬ 
gan, of Edmonton. On the Irv¬ 
ing buildings less than half of 
the loss was covered by insur¬ 
ance, the buildings of the 4X 
Market and the Elite confection¬ 
ery were not covered by insur¬ 
ance. E. M. Clark proprietor of 
the 4X Market business, loses 
about $400 through the fire. The 
origin of the fire was an over¬ 
heated furnace in the Irving 
block. 

The fire had evidently got a 
good hold before it was discover¬ 
ed sis those living on the premises 
had barely time to make their 
escape after the discovery. In 
the building at the time were 
Mrs. Irving and her son P. H. 
Irving, and the two children of 
T. A. Irving, and Mr. and Mrs. 
J. L. Sloane and their three chil¬ 
dren. They escaped lightly clad 
: and had not time to take any¬ 
thing with them. The whole of 
their personal effects were lost

THE FIRE QUESTION 

After four year's immunity we have had a 
visitation from fire, and with disastrous results 
to property. Fortunately,—almost miraculously 
when we consider it,—no liyes were lost In 
little less than three hours more than $20,000 
damage was sustained and it was only with dif¬ 
ficulty that the frames were prevented from do¬ 
ing still more damage. 

Naturally, the sudden outbreak and its conse¬ 
quences have fqrcqd upson us a re-consideration 
of-the beet methods of copingwith the danger. 
In reaching conclusions as to the adaptability of 
our present system of chemical engines, it is 
-' well to bear in mind that before the fire could 
bp ceached it had attained such dimensions that 
BO apparatus could have saved the buildihg.^al- 
" though the adjoining store which was lost could 
hfwe been saved had the apparatus been power¬ 
ful enough. Again, the engines could not, by 
tbeir nature, be expected to act efficiently in a 
temperature of 30 below zero. The considera- 
tions were totally against any adequate resis¬ 
tance to the flames, and had the wind been 
blowing in the opposite direction nothing on 
earth could have saved the wooden buildings in 
tbis street 

From these considerations we are forced to 
tbe conclusion that in a prairie town where there 
if no water system there is no fire protection, 
tbp qtdy way to deal with the menance is by 
■ wa v, buQding byJews, stating, for one thing,) that 
all new buildings within the business area must 
be of brick. This might not prevent an individ- 


and asking the United States 
sacred charge of protectmg^her owrT 
is as much an affront as the other. 

Great Britain to such a step Germany virtually 
declared war on the Empire; by promising te 
disregard American lives and shipping she does 
exactly ttye same to the United States. Nothing 
was to stand in the \yay of Germany in her ob¬ 
ject of crushing France, so Belgium was to be 
sacrificed; now nothing is to stand in the way 
of Germany starving England, and so the Unit¬ 
ed States and other neutrals are invited to allow 
themselves to be drowned and their property 
sent to the bottom of the sea in order that this 
may be accomplished. 

One of the most peculiar phenomena of to-day 
is that of the German state of mind. Like no 
other in the world, and understood as such, it 
still persists in trying to convince itself that all 
other minds are as its own. Otherwise the sit¬ 
uation of today would not—could not—have 
arisen. One might as well set their neighbour’s 
house on fire and expect to be on speaking terms 
with him after the event How absurd this is 
we all know, and yet it is what Germany has 
done ever since the war began; and she expect¬ 
ed that she would ‘get away with it' as we say. 
She failed to attain her object in 1914, and, all

things being equal, she will fail with equal suc¬ 
cess today. The United States has been patient 
and long suffering, but there is an ultimate end 
to most human patience. Germany may be des¬ 
perate but she is not driven to this act by des¬ 
peration; it is a clearly thought out action plan¬ 
ned By a national mind immune to humanitarian 
considerations; part of the national psychology 


which planned the war in 1914. 


NOTES 


The latest German challenge to humanity was 


one of the most dramatic events of the war, 
and iq a few hours neutral Governments were 
thrown into a state of grave anxiety and uncert¬ 
ainty; attention focussed on the United States 
as being the leading neutral. Speculation Ss to 
which course the President would adopt was 
rifltf; whether he would live up to his stand taken 
on the case of the “Sussex, ” or await further 
developments. After deliberation v he took the 
step of serving diplomatic relations, and ‘there 
the matter stands as this is written. This move 
under .the circumstances, was inevitable. Al¬ 
though it does not mean a declaration of war,

An officer in the British army 
writing to us, sends a vivid des-i 
cription of the state of the tren¬ 
ches in France, and the exper¬ 
iences of the soldiers who have | 
'to live in them day after day.. 
He says:— 

- As I said before, we have had I 
a dose of the trenches, though 11 
cannot tell you just where. It 
wtas a pretty unpleasant time 
owing to the mud. . Thq country 
for miles around is a mud waste, 
and the trenches are chiefly for 
the purpose of catching and con¬ 
centrating the more liquid parts 
of the mud. So that when you 
have tramped across the open 
you feel too tired to wander 
around above your knees in mud 
in the trenches, and, conversely, 
when you have had your dose of 
that you are too weary to walk 
across the open to get away. It 
may give you some idea of 
what things are when I tell you 
that going around by day I took 
over two hours to do about 300 
yards and back. Fortunately, 
we have gum boots, and so keep 
dry. But the unfortunate part 
of them is that they stick more 
than anything in the mud, and 
there are great soenes fishing 
fellows out of the mud. 

Altogether quite a cheery con¬ 
cern. , Then, after it is over, you 
come out dog tired, and if you 
have bad luck you get a shelter 
such as I was in, about 3 feet 
high, with a roof designed as the 
nearest imitation to a sieve I 
have ever seen. And it poured 
all night, so you will not be sur¬ 
prised to hear that in a few days 
I developed a fearsome cold, and 
round about Christmas felt very 
sorry indeed for myself. In fact 
I Bpent Boxing day in “bed”—a 
little shelter about 5 feet long 
and 2 feet high in the middle, 
with a floor of trench boards. On 
these a layer of empty Band bags, 
and over me a couple of army 
bldnkets. But I slept like sever¬ 
al tops, though the battalion was 
tramping around just at the en¬ 
trance, and innumerable guns 
were popping off, sending shells, 
to judge by the sound, half an 
inch above my head. However, 
one gets used to these things, and 
it’s a great comfort that the shells 
were going in the right direc¬ 
tion.”
